This  plan  developed  by  North  Carolina  State  University 
presents  construction  of  four  different  feed  bunks  intended 
for  feeding  silage  to  dairy  or  beef  cattle. 

The  bunks  are  constructed  of  wood,  concrete  block,  or 
concrete  as  shown  in  the  typical  sections,  Plans  1,  2,  3, 
and  4,  illustrated  on  the  reverse  side  of  this  sheet.  AM  the 
bunks  are  protected  from  the  elements  by  a  lightweight 
metal  roof,  which  is  supported  by  wooden  poles  or  posts 
set  in  the  ground.  These  poles  should  be  pressure  treated 
with  a  preservative.  A  concrete  slab  in  front  of  the  bunk 
is  an  aid  to  sanitation  because  the  slab  can  be  scraped 
periodically  with  a  tractor-mounted  blade. 

Build  to  suit  the  specific  needs  of  your  feeding  enter- 
prise. To  achieve  full  use,  consider  the  number  of  ages 
of  cattle  to  be  fed  and  probable  future  use  of  the  struc- 
ture. Plan  your  site  so  the  concrete  apron  is  well-drained. 
Visualize  the  required  work  operations  both  in  feeding 
the  cattle  and  keeping  the  area  clean. 


Orient  the  bunk  to  make  your  work  easier.  Fit  your 
bunk  to  your  present  and  probable  future  needs.  The  size, 
shape,  and  placement  are  important  to  smooth,  trouble- 
free,  efficient  use  of  your  time.  In  this  period  of  rapid 
change  on  the  farmstead,  you  need  a  flexible  building 
and  layout  that  can  be  changed  to  meet  new  needs. 


Complete  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  from  the  extension 
agricultural  engineer  at  your  State  University.  There  may  be  a  small 
charge  to  cover  cost  of  printing.
